Georgia is 92 per cent, and Pennsylva- 
nia 96 in the same time. Even South 
Carolina, the political and social and 
moral bane of Godly, puritan Massachu- 
setts, actually doubled the latter in the 
growth of her wealth in that decade, and 
trebled Vermont. Virginia was 454 per 
cent., and New York but 70). An exam- 
ination of the table will show that the 
southern states greatly exceeded the 
eastern and middle states ip the per cent- 
ave of increase in the value of real gud 
personal property from 1550 to 1860, and 
surpassed auy of the western slates, 
save Illinois and perhaps Minnesota. 
The same census reports show us that 
the wealth of thé state of New York, in 
1860, was $2,320,000,000; Pennsylvania, 
$1, 660,000,000 ; Ohio, $1,270,000,000 Vir- 

inia, $1,080,000,000; Illinois, $900,000, - 

Tennessee, $540,000,000; Alabama, 
$795,000,000 ; Massachusetts, $770,000, 000 ; 
Kentucky, $760,000,000; Mississippi, 

755,000,000, Here, again, it is seen that 
the south runs up with the north. 

From the same census reports we con- 
dense another table, showing the popu- 
lation and wealth of several states in 
1860, and their wealth to every man, 
woman and child in each state;

—The negroes of Helena, Ark., are 
dying rapidly of an epidemic which, 
from the accounts of it, leoks like the 
Asiatie cholera. 

—The French imperial commission has | 
just insured the palace of the exhibition | 
for the sum of 7,500,000 francs, in the 
International Mutual Assurance soviety. 
—The quarterly report of the national 
banking associations shows the total of 
their resources to have been, on the first 
Monday of April, $1,452,727 ,597. 

—Chief Justice Chase proposes to call 
our acquisition ‘* Arctic territory.’’ The 
Tribune of Monday suggests that our 
new acquaintance be called ‘“ Wal- 
rusesia.’’ 

—The interior of old Faneuil hall at 
Boston has been rejuvenated and beau- 
tifled, and the great historic paintings on 
its walls have been touched up and 
brought out clear and sharp. : 

—Green Clay Smith goes to the plains 
with arms for the residents of Montana 
to protect themselves with. 

—A United States supreme court decision 
leaves the Government in possession of 
six equare leagues of land in Michigan 
valued at from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000. 
—Secretary McCulloch, it is said, ex- 
pects soon to reduce the public debt to 
twenty-five huadred millions, at which 
figure it will probably remain as long as 
the present rate of government income 
and expenses is maintained. 

—A regular bounty is paid by the Eng- 
lish government for every authenticated 
vase of a triple birth. The Court Jour- 
nal complains that they are becoming too 
frequent, and calls for an investigation. 
—The heirs of the Lawrence Townley 
estate, in England, have been advertised 
for. They have a plum in the shape of 
$47,000,000—about forty millions better 
than the Russian possessions, which our 
government has just purchased. 

—The common council of Buffalo has 
passed an ordinance which fixes a pen- 
alty of fifty dollars for swearing in the 
street, with imprisonment in default of 
payment. 

Boston has a project to connect itseif 
with East Boston by a wire bridge, 
which willrun from the end of Com- 
mercialywharf, three hundred feet above 
high water, and cost $500,000,

—The veterans of the war of 1812 are 
to have anexcursion in New York on 
the 5th of June. Poor old fellows! con- 
gress, while lavish on negro bounties 
and loyal claims, forget or refuse to 
grantany pension to these aged, totter- 
ing volunteers. 

—A lady living near Wilmington, 
Del., recently eloped with her busband’s 
hired man, leaving seven smal! children 
the rear.’’ 

—A man of Chambersburg, Penn., sold 
his wife the ‘other day to a peddlar for 
$17, and executed a regular bill of sale 
for the goods. 

—The increase of the area under cot- 
ton cultivation in the Bombay (India) 
presidency is about 270,000 acres, repre- 
senting increased export to the value of 
$5,000,000. 

—A riot in Brooklyn between the 
police and rowdies has oecurred, the 
former getting worsted. 

—Houses are so scarce in Hartford 
that people flock to them when deaths 
occur, even before a funeral, hoping a 
family may be broken up anda lease 
obtained. 

—Itis reported that the democratic 
managers, in rivalry with the republi-| 
cans, are concocting a plan for sending 
democratic speakers throughout the 
southern states. 

—Colored divisions of the sons of 
temperance are to be organized in Wash- 
ington, but the members are not to be 
allowed to visit the white divisions. 

—The oil and bone taken by three 
whaleships which arrived in new Bed- 
ford this season, during their last voy- 
age, amount to over nine hundred thous- 
and dollars. 

—Uncle Tom’s Cabin is still selling 
2000 copies a year. The original pub- 
lishers have sold 312,000 copies of it in 
all, and counting foreign editions, it is 
probable nearly a million copies of this 
famous book have been printed. 

—A Missouri exchange says: ‘‘In the 
northwestern part of this state and in 
Kansas grasshoppers are being hatched 
out by the million myriads—no larger 
than a mosquito at present; but they'll 
grow. 

—Gov. Perry, of South Carolina, has 
written another letter against calling a 
convention under the military act. 

—Quite a commotion was kicked upin 
Kansas city a few days ago, growing out 
of the report that the body of a child had 
been found im an out-of-the-way street of 
that flourishing burg. The indefatigable 
coroner at once summoned a jury, and 
they, proceeding to the place indicated, 
dug up—a rag baby ! 

—The missing $1000 bond, some days 
since mislaid in the printing bureau of 
the treasury department, which has oc- 
casioned considerable investigation, has 
at last been discevered.

LATE FROM WASHTIINGTON. 


Special Dispatch to St Louls Republican 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—The Japanese 
commissioners to-day had a confidential 
interview with Secretary Seward, during 
which they informed him of the object 
of their mission to this country. They 
afterwards visited the secretary of the 
navy and conversed with him relative to 
jronclads end to light draught vessels 
which they desire to purchase for use in 
Japanese waters. They received cordial 
invitation to visit the navy yard and 
vessels of war, and to-morrow leave for 
Annapolis to examine the naval school. 
The state department has detailed one of 
its officers to accompany the commis- 
goners n their visite. They have de- 
vided to make their beadquarters in 
Washington fortwo months. 

The examination of witnesses in the 
impeachment inve stigation, by the house 
judiciary committee, was not protracted 
to-day. Asthe witnesses are not required 
by the committee to keep secret the evi- 
dence which they give, there is no dim. 
culty in ascertaining its general tenor. 

Since the committee assembled, the 
bulk of the testimony has related to the 
pardon business and the restoring of 
property by the president to persons 
whom he has pardoued. 

Parties who are pushing the investi- 
gation, in the assumed character of pros- 
ecuting attorneys, are about to call the 
committee’s attention to the alleged 
spoliation of Booth’s diary. Col. Con- 
ger, who took the diary from Booth’s 
body, is here to testify in that particuiar ; 
pages 
which appear to be missing from the 
book were cut out while Booth was at 
Dr. Mudd’s house, in lower Maryland. 

State Senator Weatherly, of South 
Carolina, was examined to-day relative 
to his interview with the president last 
fall. 

The Washington agent of Adam’s ex- 
press company testified that the com- 
pany forwarded pardons to Alabama, 


from pa@ies here, marked ‘‘ three hun- 
dred rs, Cash on delivery,’’ to the 
prisoters to whom they were granted. 


The attorney general’s opinion on the 
disfranchising clauses of the reconstruc- 
tion act, which was delayed by business 
before ‘the supreme court, will be fin. 
ished at once. Both Gens. Sherwood 
and Sheridan, (especially the former, 
desire to be governed by it at the earliest 
practical moment. 

The registration of voters under the 
universal suffrage act, is completed in 
this district, and the whites have a ma- 
jority of 969. About 15,500 have been 
registered. This leaves the result ofthe 
municipal election in June in doubt, both 
parties claiming the victory. It is esti- 
mated that at least 3000 white voters de- 
clined to register. 

Advices from New Orleans have been 
received here to the effect that all cis- 
tinction, on account of race or color, has 
been abolished on the street railways. 

The registration of voters in the city 
has reached ten thousand. 

One of the judges of the state courts of 
Louisiana has decided that a man dis- 
Iranchised by the reconstruction act from 
voting is disqualified from being a juror 
on the ground that jurors are taken from 
the list of voters. 

To-day being cabinet day, no visitors 
were adinitted at the executive mansion.

ably. Thousands of horses, mules and 
cattle have been drowned, and as the 
waters slowly subside, the stench of 
the decaying carcasses is becoming 
almost intolerable, and will doubtless 
eventuate much sickness.
